There were 172 recorded inspections made, besides numerous flying inspections; 73 phar¬ 
macies belonging to qualified men were visited, 68 per cent being found satisfactory, 
and 32 per cent otherwise. Of the 99 pharmacies which were inspected belonging to 
unqualified owners, 50 per cent only gave satisfaction. 

Forty-seven proces-verbaux were drawn up against unqualified proprietors, resulting 
in 13 sentences, 4 acquittals, and 30 still in the courts. Against qualified proprietors 
19 cases were entered, resulting in 7 sentences, 8 acquittals, and 4 still to be judged. 

Forty-seven authorizations were issued to pharmacists, their diplomas being as follows : 
English, 1 ; German, 4 ; Beyrout (French), 3 ; Beyrout (American), 9; Greek, 13 ; Con¬ 
stantinople, 16. No Egyptian diplomas were issued. 

The students in the School of Pharmacy at Kasr el Aini are as follows : third year, 2; 
second year, 3 ; first year, 9. 

Five authorizations for the sale of poisons were granted, and one shop was closed, 
leaving 68 engaged in the trade. Sale of poisons by unauthorized persons gave rise 
to 44 proces-verbaux being drawn up, resulting in 17 sentences, 8 acquittals, and 19 still 
undecided. 

Nine proces-verbaux were drawn up against physicians who dispensed medicines for 
others than their patients ; 2 sentences and 2 acquittals were obtained, and 5 remain 
undecided. 

In consequence of the aides pharmaciens law coming into force, two extraordinary 
examinations were held in 1912, the first in January-February, and the second in 
November. At the first examination, 236 candidates appeared and 52 failed. At the 
second examination there were 65 candidates and 21 failures. 

There were 178 authorizations issued to certificated aides pharmaciens, all having 
produced the Egyptian certificate.

Lunacy Section. 


The number of admissions to the Asylums (excluding 61 criminal lunatics transferred 
from Tura Asylum), 892, is again the highest on record : 434 other cases were treated 
temporarily in local hospitals, making a total of 1,326. 

There has been a great increase in admissions, about 50 per cent, during the past three 
years. An analysis of the forms of insanity admitted, however, shows that one form, 
pellagra, which chiefly affects the fellahin, is sent in increased numbers to the Asylum, 
and may be really on the increase. 

The number of beds in Asylums was increased during the year by 322, by the addition 
of new sections to Abbassia Asylum and the opening of the new Asylum at Khanka, 
while Tura Criminal Asylum has been discontinued. The actual accommodation now 
existing is 1,390 beds (1,150 at Abbassia and 240 at Khanka). 

The actual numbers in residence are 1,305 patients at Abbassia and 346 at Khanka. 
Total 1,651, an increase of 263 in the year. 

A separate report on lunacy was issued, from which the following statistics have

The incidence of plague during 1912 showed a satisfactory diminution both in the 
number of outbreaks and also in the total number of cases and the rate of mortality. 
The following table gives an abstract of the statistical figures for 1912 as compared 
with 1911 :—

From this table the following conclusions may be gathered :— 

(1) The number of outbreaks not only shows a fair diminution, but the average 

number of cases per outbreak, 10-8 in 1911, was reduced to 6*4 in 1912. 

(2) The number of “ pneumonic” cases (practically confined as usual to 

Upper Egypt) was reduced by more than one-third, which accounts for rhe 
lower rate of mortality. 

There was an outbreak of “ pneumonic ” plague in Cairo which, fortunately, was 
successfully controlled, one of the most efficient instruments of control being the organized 
“ passenger inspection service.” The outbreak was connected with the Abnub infection. 
A student of the Tewfikia School, who had be*\n visiting his relatives at Abnub for the 
Easter holidays, developed the disease on his return to Cairo and died at his home on 
April 17. Twenty-five contacts were isolated and observed and the focus of infection 
stamped out, the only other deaths being the boy's father and the sick attendant.

The year was marked by a sharp outbreak of malaria in the autumn along the whole 
Canal zone, and were it not for the measures in force, it would have been marked down 
as a bad year in Suez. 

Except in the town itself and the immediate vicinity the existence of the disease only 
became known when it had got well established. In the scattered settlements along 
the Canal right up to Zagazig the first cases are either not treated at all, or treated by 
quinine supplied by friends, and only come under medical supervision when the marasmic 
stages are entered upon and the rest of the family is down with the disease. For this 
reason we only became aware of the existence of malaria when it was at its height. 
Dropping cases occurred at various foci from the end of July along the whole length of 
the Canal. In September these centres rapidly enlarged and coalesced till in October 
the whole Canal zone was affected. The Canal level has been higher than in 1911, and 
there has been more casual water lying about, consequently mosquitoes bred more freely, 
otherwise the conditions have been very much the same as in other years. Propli}dactic 
measures have been on the usual fines.

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Pilgrims and Pilgrimage. 


Of the Egyptian pilgrims, 308 unaccounted for, either dead, or still in the Hedjaz ; 
174 known to have died in the Hedjaz; 14 died of cholera at Tor, and 82 died of other 
diseases at Tor. 

The pilgrims passing on foot at the Canal crossing have dwindled down to 35. 
The Maghrabis prefer to go to Haifa instead of the Nekhl route. 

Of the 13,334 pilgrims, 12,036 went straight from the ship to their villages, 114 were 
kept in Suez Hospital, 939 stayed in Suez from one to three days, and 245 broke their 
journey en route. 

One cholera carrier (Farha Ali Ivulaib) was found to be harbouring vibrios on arrival 
at Suez, and she was admitted to hospital on January 18, but it was not till April 6 that 
her stools were vibrio free. 

The size of the Egyptian pilgrimage was above the average, which for the ten pre¬ 
vious years (excluding the two years when the pilgrimage was stopped) was 11,137, as 
compared with 14,057 this year. The largest pilgrimage was in 1906 with 17,791, and the 
smallest in 190S, with 5,913. After an off year like 1911, the pilgrimage would have been 
bigger had it not been for the unstable political situation. 

It seems impossible to forecast the size of a pilgrimage, but in the next few years 
pilgrims will have to be leaving before the cotton is sold and while they are still very busy 
in the fields, so this may have a moderating effect, especially on the wealthier classes; 
but the total pilgrimage is such a small percentage of the whole population and sentimental 
causes seem to affect the numbers more than physical causes. 

The Syrian Route .—The figures and tables attached show clearly the popularity of 
the Syrian route. Many Egyptians continue to go by it—almost the same number as 
in 1910—but the increasing number of foreigners who return by it is evident from the 
numbers that go out via the Canal and do not return by it, as the following figures show:—

Thus it appears that in 1909 nearly two-thirds of the whole foreign pilgrimage had 
to be dealt with at Tor, and in 1912 only one-seventli. 

On the whole it would seem that the Hedjaz railway diminishes the risk of importing 
infectious diseases into Egypt, as in spite of the drawbacks incidental to creating a new 
route that has to be watched, it has practically diverted the return stream of foreign 
pilgrims, and this frees Egypt from the risk of infected ships passing through the Canal 
or held up in Egyptian ports. But probably the greatest benefit is that the Tor staff 
is free to deal with the Egyptian pilgrims in the thorough way they did this year.

At the beginning of 1912 the area of roads, streets, etc., dealt with by this Service 
in Cairo and environs was 4,750,744 square metres. During the year 105,650 square 
metres were handed over by the Ministry of Public Works, making a total of 4,856,394 
square metres. 

A sum of L.E. 577 was received for work done against payment for various Departments 
and Societies. 

At the end of the year the Service possessed 490 mules, 16 horses, and 20 donkeys, 
a total of 526 against 491 in 1911. 

53 mules were bought (at an average price of L.E. 25-30), 10 destroyed, 5 died, and 
2 sold. 1 donkey was bought, 1 died, and 1 was sold.

However, 
owing to the increase of the number of serum-producing animals the average monthly 
amount of serum added to stock during the first half of the year, viz. 6,605*7 doses, was 
increased to an average of 12,469 doses per month for the last six months.

The receipts from sale of vaccine amounted to L.E. 441*715 Mills. 

The results obtained from the use of the lymph continue to be satisfactory : according 
to reports of Public Health Inspectors, successful results have been obtained in 96 * 5 per¬ 
cent of the primary vaccinations and in 80*8 per cent of the re-vaccinations.

During 1912, 899 persons were treated, of which, 126 were bitten by animals subse¬ 
quently found to be healthy and three voluntarily ceased treatment. The net total is 
therefore 770 cases (against 560 in 1911), and comprised 539 natives, 88 Europeans resident 
in Egypt, and 143 patients from Palestine and Syria.

The bites were inflicted by : dogs 689, cats 37, donkeys 6, wolves 23, jackals 2, persons 
infected or supposed to be infected, 12. There was one case of infection whilst treating 
a patient. 


There were 93 bites on the head, 354 on uncovered parts, and 323 through clothing. 

Of the 770 cases, 57 were bitten by animals affirmed by competent authorities to be 
infected with rabies. In 25 cases, clinical reports of the infection of the animal were 
convincing. In 44 other cases the death of the victim implied a positive diagnosis. 

There were four deaths after completion of treatment, and eleven deaths during or 
less than fifteen days after its termination.

Testing of serum has been done regularly on both Baladi and Cyprus cattle. 
Rinderpest serums from India and Erythria have also been tested. 


Health of Cattle. 


The general health of the Baladi cattle has been satisfactory, with the exception of 
a large number of cases, including sixteen deaths, of Texas fever amongst new purchases 
during November. 

• Foot-and-mouth disease was detected among some new Baladi purchases in July at 
the Agricultural Show grounds where these cattle were being quarantined prior to bringing 
them to the Institute. Every care was taken to prevent infection of cattle at the Institute 
with good results. 

The health of the imported Cyprus cattle has been very unsatisfactory, a large pro¬ 
portion arriving affected with chronic Texas fever. When these animals are inoculated 
for virulent blood their immunity to Texas is broken down and their blood is dangerous 
for reinforcing purposes, especially for new cattle. 

Blood films from all Cyprus cattle are examined at the Hygienic Institute. Blood 
showing a rich infection of the parasite is rejected, and that showing a slight infection is 
used for old cattle. 


Buildings. 

A new serum house has been constructed to meet larger requirements. 
Necessary repairs have been carried out on all stables, offices and stores.

School of Veterinary Medicine. 


On January 1,1912, there were 49 students in the school, and one cadet and 13 candidates 
were admitted in October. At the professional examinations held in May and December, 
4 candidates passed and obtained diplomas. 1 student of the first year resigned, and 
2 students of the first and third years were discharged. 

There are at present in the school:— 

10 students in the fourth year. 

18 students in the third year. 

12 students in the second year. 

16 students in the first year. 

Of these the following are Egyptian Army cadets : 3 in the fourth year ; 1 in the third 
year ; 1 in the second year ; 2 in the first year. 

The total number of veterinary surgeons qualified since the school was opened is 37, 
of which number 21 are in the Department of Public Health, 7 entered the Sudan Govern¬ 
ment, 2 the Municipality of Alexandria, 1 the School of Agriculture, 1 the Domains 
Administration, 1 the Khedivial Agricultural Society, 3 are in private practice in Cairo? 
1 qualified as doctor of medicine in America and is at present practising in Cairo. 

The conduct of the students during the past year has been on the whole good. 


Veterinary-Legal Cases. 


According to reports received, 501 examinations in veterinary-legal cases have been 
made. Of these, 216 were cases of poisoning, 149 cases of wounds and 136 accidents 
and common diseases. 

At the chemical laboratory of the School of Medicine, 129 organs were analysed for 
poison, of which 103 were found positive and 26 negative.

An investigation was made into the nature of diseases affecting Sudanese cattle arriving 
in quarantine at Cairo Abattoir. The following diseases were observed 

(1) Coccidiosis (gastro-enteritis). 

(2) Piroplasmosis. 

(3) Bilharzia. 

(4) Leucocythaemia. 

(5) Cattle plague. 

(6) Contagious pleuro-pneumonia. 

(7) Trypanosomiasis. 

(8) Anthrax. 

(9) A nodular disease of the intestine due to invasion by Oesophagostoma inflatum. 

(The latter lias also been found in Egyptian cattle). 

Some observations on trypanosomiasis in horses and camels and its treatment, also 
on tuberculosis in camels, extending to May 1912, have already been published in Paper 
No. 5, 1912, Department of Public Health. 

No case of trypanosomiasis in equines has been recorded following the fly season 
of 1912, although search has been made. 


li 
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Piroplasmata were found in blood films from two sheep in Gharbia province sent by 
Mr. Aghion, of the Domains Administration, from animals which he suspected of malaria. 
These are believed to be the first cases of piroplasmosis recorded in sheep in Egypt. 

Investigations into a number of outbreaks of disease in fowls attended by a high 
mortality show the principal cause to be fowl plague, a disease caused by an ultra-visible 
virus contained in the blood, not pathogenic for pigeons or rabbits, but readily inoculable 
into fowls. 

All cases of tetanus which occurred during the year were treated by the injection 
of anti-tetanic serum followed by subcutaneous injection of magnesium sulphate 
(Dr. Paterson’s method). 

The total number of cases so treated was seven, of which four recovered. 



PART V. 


ENGINEERING SECTION. 


Lunatic Asijlum , Abbassia.. —The two new sections for 100 patients, together with the 
buildings for new offices, commenced in 1911, were completed and taken over. 

The construction of a matron’s house was commenced. 

The electrical installation was overhauled and a new and larger battery of accumulators 
provided to meet increased demands. A sum of L.E. 1,027 was spent upon repairs and 
painting. 

Alexandria Hospital. —In accordance with the programme for re-modelling the 
hospital, a commencement was made with the first of the two proposed pavilions to contain 
ninety beds. 

Painting and colour-washing of the surgical pavilion, administrative block, and 
principal medical officer’s residence was carried out, and the wooden floor of the verandah 
surrounding the old surgical pavilion was re-laid in concrete. 

Injections Hospital , Abbassia. —Certain modifications and repairs were completed, 
and a Sisters’ residence and four new pavilions for European patients were built and 


taken over. 


Ophthalmic Hospitals— Mansura Ophthalmic Hospital was completed, equipped, 
and taken over. 

Abattoirs. —A considerable amount of work was carried out in the Cairo Abattoir, 
especially in connection with the roads, footpaths, and drains. 

A new abattoir at Qus was completed and opened. 

Shellal. —The temporary wooden cattle shed for the reception of Sudan cattle has been 
replaced by permanent buildings. 

Serum Institute, Abbassia. —An ice room for storing blood and a new cattle shed were 
erected, in addition to general repairs. 

Scavenging and Watering Service. —A new stable for forty mules was erected at Mataria. 

Sanitary Installations. —Schemes of sanitary installation of nineteen Government 
buildings (Schools, Police Out-posts, Markazes, Post Offices, etc.) were designed. 

Plans of the sanitary installations of the buildings indicated below were submitted 
to the Department of Public Health, and after examination and where necessary 
modification, were approved :—
